Mediciné was stil! his 
prime occupation, but Re allowed sec- 
ondary affairs to givé him recreation 
and pleasure. 

“One afternoon in the following 
summer he called on me. We smoked 
and talked the usual ‘Small talk so 
necessary for the humiah race.

‘Father, during my convalescence I've 
had time to think of a lot of things.

In the tenth chapter of the Gospel 
according to St. Luke we find Jesus 
explaining Hig lesson of Charity by 
the example of the Good Samaritan. 
It is the same law of charity we told 
you about in today’s lesson from the 
Gospel. In fact it is taken from the 
same chapter. 

Jesus had told His followers about 
the One True Church when He said 
there would be One Fold and One 
Shepherd; also that He is the Door 
through which we must enter into 
eternal life; that He is the Good Shep- 
herd Who gives His life for His sheep. 
Then a doctor of the Jewish law came 
up and asked Him what was the 
greatest commandment. . Jesus told 
him to love God above all things and 
to love his neighbor as he loved him- 
self.

A certain man was traveling 
from Jerusalem, when robbers struck 
him down and robbed him, and left 
him almost dead. A priest came by 
and seeing the wounded man, passed 
by.
